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Last Week In 
The Legislature

The closing session of the Alberta 
Legislature was highlighted by dis- 
ession on two main bills—one an Act 
respecting the rights of Alberta citi- 
zens, and the other a Health Bill. 

‘Ihe Act respecting the rights of Al- 
berta citizens is preambled by a list 
undeniable facts, It points out that 
this country has fought two world 
wars for the declared purpose of as- 
suring a better democratic society in 
‘which all people will receive a better 
phare of the production and material 
resources of our country. One world 
war failed to win the peace, and the 
second one will do the same thing un- 
less we « rgani:; our internal economy 
fn such a wav that the freedom and 
security for which men and wome) 
fought, may be experienced in reality 
by all of our citizens, 

To do something about winnin:, 
tie peace is an obligation which every 
citizen owes to those who mada the 
supreme sacrifice. 

The preamble points out that this 
province possesses all the necessary 
human and material resources to 
guarantee our citizens material se 
curity and personal freedom. The R 
N.A. Act charges the province with 
the responsibility of providing op- 
portusities to enable the people of the 
pravince to realize and enjoy their 
property and civil rights. In order 
for the province to discharge thie 
wesponsibility, certain basic rights 
and responsibilites of citzenship must 
be recognized. Alberta citizens must 
have access to the province’s resources 
so that they can produce the necessary 
goods and services, and an equitabie 
system of distribution must be in- 
auzgurated in order that all may re- 
alize a fair share from the efforts of 
the producers. 

A province, to provide the oppor 
tunity for its citizens to develop and 
enjoy the resources of the province, 
must be in a position to control policy 
in respect to the issuing, use and 
withdrawal of credit. 

This Alberta Bill of Rights is o 
sincere and earnest endeavor to trans- 
late into legislation, and then into 
actual expirience, tiiree principles 
which the majority of Alberta citizens 
fupport. The preamble stnesses cer 
tain definite, generally acceptable 
principles. 

The rest of the bil] is divided into 
two parts. |Tihe first part dogg; with 
the rights of citizenship. It outlines 
the principles which govern the rights 
and responsibilities of every citizen 
—including the right of religious 
worship; freedom of expression; 
freedom of citizens to associate; ‘he 
right to engage in work of ones 
choice which may be available in the 
province. It stresses the right of 
citizens to own land and homes, bur 
algc stresses the necessity for an op- 
portunity to engage in* gainful em- 
ployment. Only if gainful employ- 
ment is not available is a citizen en- 
titled to a specia] security pensivn, 
This applies particularly to those he- 
tween the ages of nineteen and sixty. 
Those under nineteen are entitled to 
the necessities of life, educational and 
medical benefits, Those over sixty 
wito wish to retire from gainful em- 
ployment are entitled to a pension and 
medical benefits. The physically dis- 
abled are at all times entitled to a 
social security pension and medica) 
benefits. 

The second, part of the Bill deals 
with the issuing and transferring ot 
eredit entries. A court analysis will 
be sought, as well as a careful an- 
alysis by an y_ and every 
provincial organization, and every 
citizen of the province. The govern- 
‘ment wants an expression of tle 
people’s views with respect to the 
Provisions of this bill. The bill is a 
flexible one and the government 15 
anxious that it be amended in any re- 
spect necessary to make it iconform 
to the will of the people of the pro. 
vince, 

In discussing the principles of the 
dill while it was before the House, 
Premier E. C. Manning asked the cit- 
izens of this province to answer for 
themselves three very important ques- 
tions: 

(1) Have we in Alberta the physi- 


cal resources and man-power to pre-|- 


vide the essential, necessary goods 
and services to ovr people? 

(2) ‘Have we reached the stage 
where these proposals as outlined in 
this bill‘can properly be regarded as 
rights of citidenship?

Working casualties in Alberta are 
heavy, During 1945 there was a cagu- 
alty every eight minutes each work- 
ing day with a fatality every 37 hours. 
A total of 19,154 workmen were in- 
jured, 67 of them killed. These figures 
do not include farm or “off the jo)” 
accidents, ‘In 1944 the time lost in 
Alberta by workmen injured in in- 
dustry was approximately two hund- 
ted and fifty-eight thousand days, or 
861 years, not counting holidays 
Compensation was paid in approx- 
imately 18,500 cases. The gravity of 
the situation can hardly be over 2m- 
phasized.

The 
legislation does not disrupt present 
business methods in any way, It does 
not affect our importing or exporting 
as done today. Banks will still do 
business as usual. The reference to 
the courts of this bill is a sincere en- 
deavor to settle definitely the ques- 
tion of constitutional jurisdiction. Un- 
ions of all kinds have fought for the 
rights outlined in this bill. Profes- 
sional groups have urged for thes: 
same things, and individuals in every 
walk of life have expressed the d:- 
sire for these things. Today, through 
ths bill, all people have an opportun- 
ity of forgetting sectionalism and of 
uniting in this one common demand. 
The bil}. makes no reference to mak- 
ing logal tender, creating currency, 
Promissory notes or paper money. It 
merely asks for the transfer and ex- 
pension of credit, a thing which the 
henks practise today but not uncer 
any legal authorization from the 
Liominion parliament. Hor. Lucien 
Maynard, Attorney General, argued 
on the floor of the House that the 
Province has the constitutional right 
to do those things outlined in the bill.

Last Week Agriculture Minister 
Gardiner announced new food con- 
tracts for the export of food to Great 
Britain. The contracts between Can- 
ada and Britain for our farm products 
will cover the next two years, and 
include bacon, ham, beef, mutton, 
cheese, eggs, evaporated and powder- 
ed ‘milk. 

Important for Canada hog raisers 
is the clause in the contract which 
provides a new price for bacon, which 
will result ‘in an increase to each 
farmer of approximately $2 per hog. 

There are other aspects to these 
food contracts of importance to farm- 
ers. While it is true that there is a 
sellers’ market in Great Britain, for 
foodstuffs, it has required Canadian 
government organization of export 
facilities, feed grain arrangements, 
and the distribution of information to 
agrivultura] areas, to capitalize on 
this sellers market.

First, the present initial payment 
of $1.25 per bushel basis No. 1 North- 
ernin store at the head of the lakes 
or on the Pacific coast wil] be con- 
tinued until July 81, 1947, Second 
there will be no over-all restriction on 
wheat deliveries during 1946-47, al- 
though there may be temporary quotas 
at the start of the season so as to dis- 
tribute local elevator space fairly. 
Third special measures are being tak- 
en to increase current whileat deliver- 
ies, to make available the utmost 
quantities of food to help meet the 
needs of the people in parts of the 
world less fortunate than Canada, 

Effective this week, wheat which 
farmers may not have intended to de- 
liver at the present time can be mark- 
eted and sold, the farmers receiving 
special certificates which may be cash 
ed any time during 1946, 1947 or 1948, 
The arrangement will be effective 
until June 30th, 

Of course, this means not only that 
urgently needed wheat will flow from 
the farms into the food routes of the 
world, but also that farmers may 
spread out their income receipts as 
they wish, to help reduce the burden 
of the present income tax rates. 

This government policy was nat- 
urally approved by government back- 
benchers, and John Bracken, spoke 
for the opposition when he said: “Con- 
sidering the needs of the world today 
and the wheat held back by some 
farmers in Western Canada, this ac- 
tion of the government is in the right 
direction and I am glad to commend 
them for it.”

FARMERS URGED 
TO GROW FLAX 


A Dominon government announcy- 
ment to the effect that the guaranteed 
price for flax seed, effective August 
1st, next, will be increased from $2.75 
to $3.25 per bushel, places this crop on 
an excellent cash basis, and it is ex- 
pected that more flax seed will t+ 
sown this year in view of the world 
shortage in flax and vegetable oils, 

Grave concern at the alarming de- 
crease in flax acreage in Canada nad 
been expressed ut a recent meting o. 
th National Barley and Linseed Flax 
Committee held in Winnipeg, A statr- 
ment issued by the chairman said that 
unless the situation was remedied in 
the near future, the effects would be 
far reachng and decidedly harmful, 

It was brought out at the meeting cf 

the committee that the need for flax 
is no less than during the war, There 
is still throughout the world an urgent 
demand for vegetable oils and the 
most important oil-producing crop 
grown in this country is flax. Flux 
has many by-products and if the aup- 
ply is cut off, the farmer himself is 
directly effected. 
., Every day he uses flax in the form 
of linseed meal for his cattle, paint 
for his buildings and farm machinery 
and in numerous other ways import 
ant to the successful operation of hia 
farm. 

In an effort to ease the present con. 
ditions and to help farmers profitably 
increase their flax acreage, the Na- 
tional Barley and Linseed Plax Com. 
mittee have just released a new flax 
book entitled “The Truth About 
Flax.” This book was written by men 
who have studied and know every 
phase of flax production and contains 
useful information to enable farmery 
te obtain maximum yields by latest 
methods of cultivation, 

Illustrating the scope of the markct 
for flax and the shortage of this com 
modity briefs were submitted at the 
meeting and showed that a shortage 
of linseed oi] would seriously affect 
Canadian industries such as the paint 
and: varnishrindustry and thelinoleum 
industry. For to both, lineseed oil Is 
their life blood. With the huge buiid- 
ing projects planned in the post war 
era for town and country, flax will 
ibe in urgent demand for sometime to 
come. 

Flax authorities at the meeting 

pointed out that there was little possi- 
biliy of Canada ‘obtaining filax or 
linseed oil from abroad. Only a few 
countries in the world produce fllax 
|but linseed oil will be in great demand 
from all countries for the enormous 
‘reconstruction necessary to repair the 
ravages of war. 
‘The book “The Truth About Flax” 
sponsored by the committe has beea 
approved by the Manitoba Saskatchz- 
wan and Alberta Departments of Ag- 
riculture and shows how flax can hee 
come one of the most profitable cash 
crops,

THE SUGAR MYSTERY 
EXPLAINED IN 
SOME DETAIL | 


During the war years much official] 
secrecy swathed information on the 
sugar situation but complete detail on 
imports domestic production and ins 
formation on the sugar stabilization 
fund has been tabled in the house of 
commons. 

Between 1989 and 1945 sugar pro- 
duction dropped 8 million tons, fron 
81 million tons to 23 million tons, This 
was due to destruction of the sugar 
industry in the Philipines and Java;

partial destruction of the sugar, coal 
and transportation industries in 
Europe, both on the field of battle, 
as in Poland and Ukraine, and in oc 
cupied territory. Production declined 
in Australia, Antiqua, Fiji and Trin!- 
dad due to shortages of labor, ship- 
ping facilities and shipping. 

Sugar production also declined in 
the United Kingdom and the United 
States, But in Canada in 1945 sugar 
beet production increased 20 million 
pounds over the pre war average. 

The sugar crisis was faced by Can- 
ada, Britain and the United States on 
on agreement to share and share alik: 
‘through the Combined Food Board in 
Washington which made allotments of 
sugar, on this basis to each country. 
Thue Canada’s increased production of 
sugar beets was absorbed in the total 
of world production of sugan, and di- 
vided equitably, as all other stocks 
were divided. ' 

Each country receives roughly 78.8 
pounds of sugar per capita, but each 
country administers sugar rationing 
according to different national econ- 
omies. 

No sugar goes to breweries or dis- 
“illeries in Canada, although a sma'l 
imount is allocated to manufacturers 
of grape wine, 

Intermittently it is stated that there 
there are vast stores of sugar in cer- 
tain countries, including Canada. This 
‘oes occun at certain seasons. Here 
the entire crop of beet sugar is made 
in the last three months of the year. 
Chis sugar has to be stored and dis- 
tributed to the public in order to satis- 
‘y the sugar ration for the vhole 12 
nonths in certcin areas, Furthermoe 
4s much sugar as possible is import- 
id before the close of navigation «n 
she St. Lawrence river, as a saving 

mn transportation costs. 

Peru has been named as a source 
f great quantities of sugar. If Can- 
ada purchased sugar from Peru, now, 
that quantity would be deducted from 
her quota allotted by the Combined 
Food Board, and she would pay double 
the price she is now paying for raw 
sugar. 

During the war the Sugar Stabiliza- 
sion Fund has accumulated a profit of 
14 million dollars on its transactions. 
This money is now being used to keup 
the price of sugar sold in Canada at 
its present level in spite of the rising 
costs of raw sugar. 


GROWING EARLY 
TOMATOES 


Methods of culture that encourage 
rarly tomato ripening are important 
in prairie gardens. During the recent 
ccol growing seasons these have had 
added significance since the tomato 
is a heat loving crop, 

The early bush tomatoes, such us 
Early Chatham, Redskin, Farthest 
North and Bounty are recommended 
for the prairies. These varieties tend 
toe flower early. In fact, if the plants 
are started indoors for later trans- 
planting, they often flowicr before 
they are set out. This is a disadvant-- 
age. The plants should be in the bud 
stage when they are set out in early 
June, Accordingly, it is best to start 
the plants in doors early in April, ani 
to grow them steadily unti] trans- 
planting time, 

Tomato plants should be started in 
pots indoors, if posible. Five inwh 
pots are good and will give a strong 
tap root, helpfu] to early fruiting. 
Plants grown in flats frequently have 
their tap root broken when they ara 
transplanted from one ‘box to another, 
In a three-year experiment, in which 
units of 15 plants were used for each

1,175 pounds ripe tomatoes, flut 
grown plants transplanted once yielde 
ed 1,131 pounds and flat plants trang. 
planted twice 1,001 pounds. 


Growth of tomato plants indoors 
should be steady and unchecked. They 
should be kept in full sunlight, and 
in a temperature of about 60 to 68 
degrees Fahrenheit and away fron 
draughts. 


When putting the plants in the 
garden in early June place the rootg 
in ‘warm soil. If the plant stems ara 
long and leggy, bury. a portion of them 
only three quarters to one inch before 
the soil surface, Shallow  cultiva- 
tion during the summer is best. Deep 
hoeing does considerable damage ta 
the root system and handicaps early 
fruiting. ; 

| Irrigation of tomatoes, if necessary, 
is generally left until the full flush 
of fruit is on. Should the plants re- 
quire water sooner than this, a lignt 
irrigation can be given without to9 
er danger of retarding early ripene 
ng. 4 

Bush tomatoes do not require prune 
ing but they can be staked to advan 
age. The method of staking used is ‘te 
make a square of 1x2 inch lumber,’ or 
a wire ring ‘with uprights which, when 
set under the branches, holds them off 
the ground. Thug the sun can warm 
up the soil near the plant stem te 
encourage early ripening, and the 
fruits are not apt to rot so quickly 
during wet weather as when resting 
on the ground, 

Some gardeners remove the foliage 
of tomato plants to encourage early 
ripening, but this is not recom. 
meended, The leaves are necessary 
in producing food for fruit production, 
However, in cases where the plants 
are loaded with fruit and ripening is 
slow when the first fall frosts threat- 
en defoliating may help to hasten rip. 
ening. 

Prairie gardeners would be well ade 
vised to grow generous quantities of 
tomatoes in 1946 for home canning as 
well as for fresh use so as to have a 
winter supply of the important healt 
protecting vitamin,
